FOREIGN MARKETS | 


NEEDED FOR LUMBER 
INDUSTRY 


4 ypestored and healthy export trade will 
benefit the lumber industry as a whole more 
than the present vacillating protection in its 
domestic markets,’’ stated Dr. Wilson Comp; 
ton, secretary and manager, National Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association, in his address at 
the recent National Foreign Trade Conventior 
in Chicago. It has lost foreign markets 
mainly because of discriminations, stingy 
quotas and exclusion tariffs, 
trade agreements offer it practical oppor- 
tunities to regain the trade to the benefit of 
the industry, employment, reafforestation, 
diversification and elimination of waste. 

The discriminations in the British Empire 
preferences are the outstanding cause of West 
coast lumbermen losing a market annually of 
neariy a half billion feet of additional exports. 
Dr. Compton declared on this point : ‘* Practi- 
cally these exports have been cut in half by 
the British E:mpire discriminations, and for 
no other reason. The export lumber trade on 
the West coast has not thrived, and it will 


“not have even an opportunity’to thrive until 


these discriminations are abandoned. These 
staggering losses in world trade are due not 
to inefficiencies, not to inferior products, not 
to inadequate service, but solely to dis- 
eriminations, They have contributed heavily 
on the West coast to the comparative idle- 
ness of nearly half of the sawmill capacity 
and to the inadequate ahd insecure employ- 
ment of tens of thousands of men formerly 
dependent upon the lumber industry for a 
livelihood.’’ 

Other examples of barriers erected by 
foreign countries against American lumber in- 
cluded France, with her quotas and high 
tariffs; Brazil with high tariffs, and another 
country an embargo through a. change of 
classification. Our Government's actions 
alone can give the industry a chance to sell 
again in such markets. ee

EVERY TOWN CELEBRATES 


Coronation Day celebrations and rejoicings 
were observed in Belfast and nearly every 
town and hamlet in Northern Ireland. It 
was a beautiful summer day in Belfast, in 
contrast to London’s dull skies, and all the 
entertainments for children were carried out 
under the most satisfactory conditions. In 
Belfast and throughout the North it was a 
public holiday, and all shops and _ mills 
and factories and public works were 
closed. Belfast, which last’ night was lit up 
by scores of bonfires, was a blaze of colour 
with flags and decorations, which were on a 
more lavish scale than ever seen before, even 
surpassing the display on the occasion of the 
visit of the late King George and Queen 
Mary. 

In Belfast it was preeminently a children’s 
day. The excursions arranged for the children 
attending the elementary schools were carried 
out with mitch gaiety, and gave great pleasure 
to the children. Six thousand of them were 
taken to-day to Bangor, another 2,000 to 
Donaghadee and several thousand more to 
Hazelwood and Bellevue Gardens and Zoo. 
This will be repeated during the next few 
days, and by the end of the week 50,000 
schoal-children will have been entertained. 
There were also celebrations in the public 
arks and the various children’s play centres, 
in every park in the city members of the 
Corporation planted commemoration oak 
trees. The Royal Ulster Constabulary band 
played in front of the City Hall, which was 
gaily decorated. | 


SERVICE RELAYED 


The Coronation Service from Westminster 
Abbey was relayed in some churches, and 
thousands of people ‘‘listened-in.’’ Those 
confined to hospitals and other charitable in- 
stitutions followed the wireless broadcast with 
much interest. 

In all the Northern .towns there were 
parades of children, many of whom received 
mementoes of the occasion or joined in the 
sports. 

There was an animated scene at the Belfast. 
and Co. Down Railway station as the 8,000 
school children left to celebrate the 
Coronation at Bangor and Donaghadee. 
Police were on duty at Falls Park, Belfast, 
to-day during the planting of the Coronation 
oak, When cheers were called for the King 
there were several boohs, but the ceremony 
passed off without incident. 

Large crowds again paraded the centre of 
Belfast. to-night and all the public buildings 
were floodlit. Bonfires were lighted and the 
celebrations were continued until a late hour. 
Films of the Coronation procession and Abbey 
scenes were rushed to the city cinemas, where 
they were shown to large crowds who ap- 
plauded vigorously. The- King’s speech was 
also broadcast in neafly all the cinemas at 8 
o'clock and was received with applause. 


CHURCH SERVICES 


A Coronation Service of Intercession was 
conducted in Belfast Cathedral last evening, 
and to-day a Coronation Service of Praise and 
Intercession was held at Malone Presbyterian 
Church, Belfast. 

Church Services were held at Bangor, and 
the Mayor planted trees in Abbey street.

ver 80,000 houses have been built in the 
Irish Free State since 1922. Over 50,000 more 
are already planned. 
In the Housing Exhibition cleverly designed 
charts and photographs will show at a glance 
the immense progress that has been made.

Germany 
chartered two aeroplanes to deliver its 
exhibit, in which will be included a model 
workman’s cottage complete, with vegetables 
growing in the garden plot behind the house.

COMMERCIAL EXHIBITS 


In-the Round Room there will be an up- 
to-date display of materials used for build- 
ing purposes, manufactured in the Irish Free 
State. This is the first time since the coming

TREATMENT OF EWES AND 
LAMBS 


- 


As lambing: proceeds, the ewes and lambs 
should, if possible, be turned on to a fell 
of fresh pasture to encourage the flow of 
milk and promote the growth of the lambs. 
A daily allowance of a mixture of equal parts 
oats, linseed cake and bran, given to the 
ewes, is also of assistance in promoting the 
flow of milk. 

Early castration and docking of lambs 
should be practised. Both these operations 
are best performed when the jambs are from 
three to six weeks old, and can be carried 
out at the same time, When collecting the 
lamvs for castration and docking care should 
be taken to ensure that they do not become 
heated or overcrowded in the pens, as the 
risk of losses following these operations Is 
increased when such occurs. As a preventive 
of infection, the wounds should be dressed 
with a mild disinfectant, such as Jeyes’ fluid 
or lysol, at a strength of one teacupful i 
ten pints of water, before the lambs are 
released to rejoin the ewes. i

ALLOTMENTS ON THE 


CURRAGH

No fewer than 150 soldiers on The Curragh 
are takifg advantage of the- facilities pro- 
vided by the County Kildare Vocational 
Education Committee. for the teaching of 
ardening, and at the Royal Dubin Society's 
8 ring Show last. week fifty of the men whose 
allotments, under the isea of Mr.

Now they may almost 
claim to be experts, and, divided, as they 
are, into teams of fifty each, a spirit of 
healthy rivalry has been engendered which 1s 
all to the good. ‘The men who won the day 
at the Show were in- charge of Captain 
Collins, and appreciated the outing very

Among the trade exhibits at Ballsbridge 
last week observant visitors could not fail 
to be struck with the efforts which are being 
made to improve the artificial lighting of 
country houses at present isolated from the 
usual source of electric or gas supply. During 
the long,evenings of late autumn and winter 
there is nothing more cheerful than a well- 
lighted farmhouse, and if this is derived from 
a gas or electrical system it actually adds to 
the farmer’s comfort, and certainly does away 
with the drudgery of looking after oil lamps. 

Perhaps the earliest attempt to solve the 
problem of lighting country houses was by 
the installation of gas plants. Most of us 
have experience of acetylene, which gives an 
excellent light, but has its defects, as also 
has petrol gas. There is now, however, being 
used a gas inocuous to health, which is being 
installed fairly generally throughout .the 
country, and is said to be reasonably econo- 
mical, and can, incidentally, be used for cook- 
ing purposes. In the way of electrical plants, 
there were noted a number of very handy and 
complete outfits, comprising engine and 
dynamo from half-horse power upward, which 
seem to have proved their utility. An outfit 
that should appeal to many farmers is the 
electrical plant driven by a small windmill. 
Those who have tried this are loud in their 
praise of its usefulness. The initial cost runs 
to about £25, but the cost of maintenance is 
said to be only about a few shillings a year. 
An additional advantage of electricity is that 
it can be used in connect#i with the radio, 
and thus bring the farmer into closer touch 
with the outside world. | 
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FREE STATE HORSE- 
BREEDING 


- 


Last year the value of horses exported 
the Irish Free. State exceeded one 
million pounds, while the estimated value of 
horses in the country last June: was at least 
£20,000,000. This was mentioned'in a broad- 
cast jon ‘‘Horse-Breeding from Radio 
Athlone, made by Mr. J. J. Parkinson, of 
The Curragh, County Kildare. We must, he 
said, increase the number of thoroughbred 
sires and build up our mare stock. If we 
keep up the quality, there is a market for all 
the horses we can produce. The deterioration 
which\ had heen going on. he said, must be 
remedied by replenishing their depletéd mare 
stock. Every inducement should be held out 
in order\to secure the retention of the two- 
year-olds,\ and the use of more thoroughbred 
stallions. 

The country had an old-standing reputation 
for the excellence of its horses. 
only be maintained by improving the mare 
stock and using only the best sires available. 
Mares of the type required could be dis- 
tributed through the mare shows, and snecial 
care should be taken, by branding or other- 
wise, to prevent young mares so obt@ined 
being resold before they had fulfilled Weir 
object. 


Irish Hovais Abroad 


Having referred to the successes of Irish- 
bred racehorses abroad, Mr Parkinson 
alluded to the importanc? of breeding hunters, 
and remarked that it was not enough to 
build up our mare stock and breed potential 
hunters. We must also produce trained 
hunters, for which there is a remunerative 
market. The only place in which a hunter 
could be trained was the hunting field, and 
for that reason hunting should be encouraged. 
The hunting field was not only the farmers’ 
place of amusement; it was also one of his 
best markets. The horse-breeder’s slogan 
should be: ‘‘ Breed better, feed better, and 
you will sell better.” 

, By proper feeding, he said, certain mal- 
formation deficiencies and diseases could be 
eliminated. The world would buy our horses 
if we produced the kind they required. The 
breeding of hunters, troopers and chargers 
would provide a steady market in addition 
to that for racehorses and thoroughbreds. 
In conclusion, he urged that goods should 
only be bought from countries which im- 
ported from us. As one potential market he 
mentioned Brazil, from which we could im- 
port maize, oranges and such like in exchange 
for our cattle ad horses.

The past winter has brought before farmers 
who are anxious to increase the area under 
wheat the absolute necessity of adopting some 
“method that will allow of wheat being sown 
“nder the werther conditions which. i is to 
be feared, will continue to prevail in this 
country. The principal difficulty with stiff 
soil, so well suited to wheat cultivation, is 
that it. cannot. be rapidly cultivated, either by 
the harrow or any other form of grubber. It 
would, therefore, appear necessary to go 
back to a certain extent to older methods and 
endeavour to get the crop in in the autumn 
by means of the seeding plough of one form 
or another. The subject has a real interest 
for farmers. Some farmers have used the 
seeding plough with satisfactory results, but 
it must be handled by the right man if the 
crop is to turn out evenly. It is not always 
realised that wheat will stand a certain 
amount of “‘mucking in” so long as the 


reason why these ploughs and similar imple- 
ments warrant more attention than they 
have received in years. z

LIGHT FOR FARMHOUSES | SELECTING THE LAYERS 


The removal of unprofitable birds from the 
flock is one of the most important duties of 
the poultry-keeper. Success largely depends 
on ability to detect the poor producers and 
remove them before the cost of their keep ‘has 
absorbed the profit which would otherwise 
have been obtained from the gocd layers. In 
these days, when the cost of feeding is so 
high, the farmer 
“duds,' yet the number of poor producers 
seen on many farms in this county is remark- 
able. Culling should be regarded as a con- 
tinual job rather than an annual one. 
flock should be constantly under observation 
and as soon as it is found that a bird is a 
peor producer, or unlikely to be profitable 
or any reason whatever,.the sooner it is got 
rid of the better. It is the flock average 
that counts, and it is surprising<how this 
may be improved by culling early and well. 


Identifying Birds 


Laying birds may be distinguished from 
non-layers by handling and observation. The 
comb and wattles of a bird in lay are full, 
red and prominent, the eye is usually bright 
and inquisitive, the abdomen full, soft and 

liable. The pelvic boaes are well spread and 
lexible, the vent enlarged, moist crescent- 
shaped, with very little, if any, pigment or 
colouring in yellow skinned breeds. A bird 
which has not commenced production or has 
been out of lay for some time has dry, scaly 
comb and wattles; the eye may be less 
bright, the abdomen is tucked ‘up unless 
dilated with fat or tumours, the pelvic bones 
are close together and stiff, the points being 
readily felt, unless the bird is in a very fat 
condition ; the vent of the non-layer is small, 
dry and rounded, and in yellow-skinned 
breeds more or less well-coloured or pig- 
mented, provided a normal ration is being 
fed. If every poultry-keeper would -Jearn to 
know a bird that is in lay and one which is 
not and cull all slowly-maturing individuals, 


there would be fewer complaints of poor pro- } 


duction.

Housing is another important factor. - 


Poultry require dry, well-ventilated, well- 


lighted houses. The greatest care should be 
taken to avoid overcrowding. For a flock 
of sixty hens a house ten feet by twelve feet 
will be sufficiently large. Eight inches ‘perch- 
room should be allowed for light breeds and 
ten inches for heavy breeds. Houses should 
be so constructed as to admit the maximum 
amount of sunlight. Egg production is not 
only a matter of feeding, but a question of 
having birds which will lay i properly 
treated.

Pullets should now be placed out on free 
range, clean, fresh ground being selected. It 
Is just as important to provide clean ground 
for the pullets at this stage as it is during 
the rearing period. Many poultry-keepers, 
while they. provide new ground for rearing 
chickens, make the mistake of allowing the 
birds, after they are weaned from heat, to 
range on land on which other poultry have 
been kept. Such ground may harbour disease 
germs and parasitic infection, and is often 
responsible for the high mortality in laying 
flocks. Land which has just come into 
grazing after having been through a rotation 
of crops is clean and, accordingly, very suit- 
able for the accommodation of growing 
pullets. 

The birds should .be placed in houses’ of 
the portable type. A Sussex night ark, or 
the slatted floor type of house, is excellent 
for accommodating pullets when placed out 
on free range. The houses should be moved 
frequently so as to bring a fresh portion of 
the field into range and to avoid a surplus 
of droppings on i8Otated areas. 


Feeding 
The feeding given to the pullets when 


placed out on range should be such as wil! 


enable the birds to build up large frames and 
hodies, and to get endowed with the necessary 
vigour and stamina, for sustained egg pro- 
duction, Forcing mashes containing excessive 
quantities of stimulating protéin-rich foods, 
such as fish meal and meat meal, should, on 
no account, be fed to young growing pullets, 
as the use ef such mashes promotes pre- 
cocious maturity, and may ultimately result 
in Increased mortality in the laying flock. 
Not more than 5 per cent. of a protein food 
should be included in the mash. The follow- 
ing meal mixture is recommended for feeding 
to growing pullets :—

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CREAMERY BUTTER - 
INDUSTRY 


A VALUABLE ASSET 


It is a remarkable fact that, of the 1,350,000 
milch cows in the Irish Free State, at least 
50 per cent. are kept in the provinve of 
Munster; Most of their milk is used for 


or at creameries in the hands of the Dairy 
Disposals Board. When the Free State Dairy- 
ing industry was reorganised by Mr. 
Hogan, when Minister for Agriculture, some 
ten: years ago, many proprietary creameries 
were purchased by the Dairy Disposals Board 
under the Department of Agriculture, with 
the object of being eventually taken over 
by co-operative creameries. 


Munster Leads 


Nearly all the creameries in the country 
are now in the hands of such societies, and in 
the report, submitted at the recent annual 
meeting of the Irish Agricultural Organisa- 
tion Society particulars are given of the milk 
supplied, butter produced and _ turnover 
obtained at each creamery... In 1935 Munster 
had 139 societies, all but one of which were 
working satisfactorily. Each of these had one 
central creamery, and the majority had one 
or more auxiliaries. Limerick, with a total 
of 42 ‘societies, dealt with the enormous 
quantity of 45.9 million gallons of milk, from. 
which 17.5 million lb. of butter was manu- 
factured, valued at £1,041,000, while cream, 
cheese and milk sales realised £40,715. Cork, 
‘with 29 societies, ran Limerick very close in 
the quantity of milk handled. This amounted 
to 41.2 million gallons, from which 13 millioa 
Jb. of butter, valued at £1,059,000, was pro- 
duced, while cream, cheese and milk sales 
amounted to £22,744. | 


Where Tipperary Leads 


Tipperary, with 47 societies, holds the re- 
cord in number for the Irish Free State, 
while the return shows 29.5 million gallons 
of milk, 11.65 million lb. of butter, valued 
at £718,605, and cream, cheese and milk 
sales £48,309. There are only eight societies 
in Kerry. These purchased 4.89 million 
allons of milk-and manufactured two million 
b. of butter, valued at £129,182. Cream, 
cheese and milk sales amounted to £2,310. 
In Clare only three societies were at work, 
and their milk supplies were 1.45 million 
gallons, with butter production of 612,000 Ib., 
Walued at £351,076. Waterford had ten 
societies, witich received 10.2 million gallons 
of milk and produced 4.3 million lb. of butter, 
valued at £316,792. . 


Other Provinces 


In the province of Leinster there were ól 
societies in. opération, and of these 22 were 
located in County Kilkenny. These received 
11.2 million onlin of milk and produced 
4.88 million lb. of butter, valued at £285,649. 
In Connaught there are seven societies in 
Leitrim and eight in Sligo, while of the three 
Ulster counties in the Free State Cavan had 
23 societies, which received 7.26 million 

allons of milk and manufactured 3.15 million 

. of butter. Donegal had nine societies, 
which handled 1.65 million gallons of milk 
and produced 715,900 Ib. of butter. | 

These figures give a rough idea of the dis- 
tribution of the creamery butter industry. It 
shows that there are still considerable areas 
where butter is made. on the farm. 

Is it not regrettable that, in view of the. 
importance of this industry, creamery mana- 
gers cannot come to a unanimous agreement 
on the question of marketing?

Mr. Michael J, Ryan, K.C., with whom 
was Mr, Fawsitt (instructed ty Mr. P. D. 
O’Grady), applied on behalf of Thomas H. 
Dowling, Mountjoy square, Dublin, for an 
order extending the stay upon the execttion 
of a warrant for his arrest, granted by the 
High Court on 11th inst., pending the hear- 
ing of his appeal from the order of the High 
Court of the same date discharging a con- 
ditional order of Aabeas corpus of 9th April. 

Dowling had. been arrested on a Scottish 
warrant “ backed ” for execution by District 
Justice Little. The charge against him was. 
one of failing to support his wife and child! 
in Glasgow. It was submitted on. his behalf 
that the District Justice had no authority to 
‘‘back’’ the warrant, and a conditional order 
of Aabeas corpus was granted. This order, 
however, was discharged by a majority of 
two judges against one in the High Court, 
they holding that the District Justice had 
power to “ back ' the warrant, and Dowling, 
who had been on bail, was granted further 
bail, the High Court directing that the execu- 
tion on foot of. the warrant be stayed until

CLEANING TIPS

- 


Silwer is one or the most satisfactory 
of possessions. Besides being useful and 
decorative it repays all the care lavished 
upon it. Even though it may have been 
used daily by generations of ple it. 
can still retain its delicacy and beanty 
if properly cared. for. On the other 
hand, it quickly loses its cherished ap- 
pearance if neglected. 
Daily use is one of the first rules for 
producing a mellowness, which is one of 
the main charms of silver. Care must 
be taken to see that the surface of the 
silver is never scratched by harsh clean- 
ing methods. - It is also essential to keep 
silver in a dry place, as dampness, fog 
and smoke are _ inclined to 
surface with a thin film which causes 
tarnish. , 
To keep it in perfect condition silver 
should be cleaned at least once a week: 
The various cleaning utensils required in- 
clude a medium-thick chamois leather, a 
good pafishing ‘cloth. and a brush with 
soft, fine bristles. These, should be kept 
| from any other 
household cloths, so that they do not 
come into contact with any grit or dust. 
All the articles to be cléaned should be 
spread out on a flattable, which has 
previously been covered with newspaper. 
When a cleaning powder is used it 
should be mixed to a creamy consistency 
with a little cold. water. It should then 
be applied to the silver with a soft piece 
of material and rubbed in lightly with 
long, sweeping strokes. Never rub 
roughly or in a circular motion, and be 
particularly careful of hall-marks and 
delicate raised surfaces. Tall pieces of 


silver, such as candlesticks and vases, 
should be rubbed lengthways, . while 
round objects. > such as bowls and 


goblets; should be cleaned with horizontal | 
strokes. 

A thin film of powder should be left 
on before the polishing begins. A light, 
brisk rubbing with the chamois leather 
will complete the process. If there are 
any small cracks or intricate patterns 


from which the powder cannot. be dis- 
lodged with rubbing, they can be re- 
moved quite easily with the special 
brush. : 


If it is remembered that. it is light, 
brisk rubbing, not elbow grease, which 
produces the best resuffs, \he. weckly

SOME HOUSEHOLD HINTS 


Many le experience great difficulty 
in gottene eal of oil, grease and tar stains 
on clothes because they adopt the wrong 
treatment. If the stain is on an unwash- 
able material a grease solvent must be 
used, Place a piece of thick blotting 
paper under the stained portion of the 
material, and ‘apply the grease solvent 
(non-inflammable benzine is as good as 
anything) with a clean piece of rag. Work 
from thé’ outside with a circular motion, 
working inwards towards the stained 
portion, to avoid “ tide-marks.”’ 

If the. fabric is washable, curiously 
enough, the best way to remove these 
stains is to rub in more grease (butter or 
lard) to soften the stain ; then wash out in 
warm, soapy water to which a little 
ammonia has been added. 

Candlo grease can be removed by the 


following method :— . 

Rub off the surface grease, then place 
a picce of blotting paper underneath, and 
a Warm “iron on of the stain. The 


ase will melt, and. be soaked up by the 
otting 1 
the stain with a grease solvent. 

Here is a very useful hint for sticking a 
loose tile in, the hearth. Spread some 
full-cream condensed milk (the sweetened 
variety) on the back of the tile. (Skimmed 
condensed milk will not do.) Place in 
position, and put a heavy weight on it if 
the tile is actually on the hearth. If the 
tile is up the side of the hearth and seems 
likely to slip out of position before the 
milk has hardened, secure it with strips of 
adhesive tapa or gummy paper. You will 
find the condensed milk’sticks just as well 
as a strong glue, and it is far more 
pleasant to use. 


HINTS FOR COOK 


Next time you want breadcrumbs remove 
the crusts from a stale loaf, nut the bread 
in a muslin bag, and rub briskly between 
the hands. This method will save a lot of 
time and will prevent the crumbs from 
being scattered all over the table. 

Lemons can be kept almost indefinitely 
in a basin of cold water. Change the 
water every day. : | 

Lettuces will be much crisper if they are 
washed in cold water with two slices of 
lemon in it. 
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KEEP FAT CLEAN 


When the fat in your fat-fryer or drip- 
ping basin becomes dirty, clarify it in this 
way: warm the fat until it is just melted 
and pour it into a clean basin.- Pour over 
this a kettleful of boiling water and let 
the lot stand overnight. In the morning 
lift off the crust of fat from the top, Scrape 
‘the fat underneath to remove any clinging 
dirty particles; place in a pan and heat 
very slowly to drive off any water that may 
have been absorbed.

Research “ Bulletin No. 1” 


A correspondent writes :— 

As the person responsible for the jntro- 
duction into this country of gas producers 
for raising steam, using peat as fuel, I 
would like to correct the impression that 
your paragraph, under the above heading, 
must have given to the public. 

After many and prolonged trials it has 
been found that peat is an almost ideal fuel 
for steam-raising gas producers; so 
successful have these trials been that verv 
many of the hospitals, mental hospitals, 
and factories are about to instal plants for 
the raising of their entire steam require- 
ments. 

It has also been found that this wil! 
result in a very considerable saving 1m fuel 
costs, quite apart from the very large 
tonnage of peat that these plants will con- 
sume, with the resultant increased employ- 
ment. 

I would also emphasise that these trials 
would have been quite impossible, had it 
not been for the assistance and encourage- 
ment given by the Industrial Research 
Council, together with the facilities given 
by the Turf Development Board, Ltd. 

It may also be of interest to note that of 
the three exhibits on the Turf Development 
Board Stand at the recent R.D.S. Spring 
Show two were peat gas producers.

Trishmen in Gngland 


While all this stuff about emigration to 
England—and about the possibility of its 
stoppage-—is in the air, Í am reminded 
that the problem is by no means a modern 
one.

A Chapter in History 


When General Smuts speaks the world 
has learned to listen with respectful 
attention. On the subject of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations he speaks with 
profound authority; for he has been its 
enemy, and must know its shortcomings, 
if shortcomings there are, as well as its 
virtues. During the first half of his life 
he was an ardent Boer patriot, fighting 
in field and council chamber alike against 


second half he has been a fervent 
champion of South Africa's place in the 
Commonwealth, and one of the most dis 
tinguished of Commonwealth statesmen. 
Only a few years ago this ardent faith 
of Jan Smuts converted his country from 
a sullen, divided, querulous Dominion 
into a united nation; ready and willing 
‘to accept. the full cbligations of the 
Commonwealth connection. It was a 
strong enough faith to convert Smuts’s 
one-time fellow-rebel, Jan Hertzog, and 
the great mass of the Boer population: 
with the result that for the first time 
within more than thirty years South 
Africa found peace and a hope of real 
prosperity. On Wednesday, while General 
Hertzog attended 4he Coronation of King 
George VI. in London, his colleague, at 
home in South Africa, addressed a message 
to the people of the Union which must 
have resolved every lingering doubt con- 
cerning the freedom and sovereignty of 
the Dominions. He harked back to the. 
Coronation of King George V. Then the 
British Empire was a single, national 
unit, and empire in the traditional sense; 
it had its own Parliaments, to be sure, 
but they were subject to the supreme 
authority of the Imperial Parliament at 
Westminster.

It-is disappojnting, 
no doubt, that there should be any real 
ground for anxiety after all that happened 
in 1914 and thereafter, but if there is 
post for anxiety, there are also grounds 
or hope. Far stronger than in 1911 is the 
common detestation of war, not only for 
the horrors by which it must be attended, 
but for its crude and futile method of 
settling disputes.

Nor have the lessons of the war sail its 
consequences been lost, however much they 
may sometimes seems to have heen for- 
gotten.

and for a clear division of functions, so as 
to avoid overlapping on the lines already 
followed. in the case of Singapore and 
Simonstown. Above all, it is essential 
that every Government in the Common 
wealth should know exactly what pro 
vision every other Government is making 
for defence, and how it proposes to use 
its forces in case of need.. At the same 
time the Conference will not have con. 
cluded its work, either for the immediate 
security of the Empire or for the 
maintenanve of what.is essential in the 
Leavue, when it has taken thoucht for 
collaboration in ‘these forms. Defence 
itself is subject to the guiding aims of 
foreign policy. The League will never 
be rehabilitated bv negative measures 
only; there will still remain the task of 
concerting and approving a positive 
foreign policy. A strong and united 
Empire can afford the statesmanship that 
is needed to get at the roots of conflict 
and to clinch the opportunities of agree- 
ment in Western Furope and elsewhere— 
ang it cannot afford ‘less.

strong mercantile marine. 


Abbey Decorations 


Westminster Abbey will be opened in a 
few days for public inspection, and people 
will be admitted on the payment of a 
charge which will go to the upkeep of the 
charities supported by the Abbey authori- 
ties, which have suffered from the long 
closing of the building. All the ere 
tions will be left in position, and after the 
‘public view has come to an end some time 
in June the blue and gold furnishings will 
be sold for the benefit of the taxpayer. 
The beautiful seamless Axminster carpet, 
which was made especially for the pro- 
cessional’ way, and which cost £10,000, 
will also be sold. The annexe was adorned 
with some priceless tapestries which were 
lent by the Duke of Buccleuch and Lord 
Duveen, and, of course, these will be 
returned.

Von Blomberg Entertains 


In the diplomatic world of Landon the 
German .Ambassador’s reception for the 
German delegates to the Coronation was 
the event of to-night. The Duke and 
Duchess of Kent were present, with Mr. 
Anthony Eden, the Marquis of London- 
derry, Mr. W. 8. Morrison, Mr. Ormsby 
Gore, Mr. Duff Cooper, Sir Thomas 
Inskip, Lord Hailsham, Sir Walter Runci. 
man, Sir Robert Vansittart, and Mr. 
Winston Churchill. The three chief 
German delegates are Field-Marshal 
Werner von Blomberg, Admiral Otto 
Schultze, and Major-General Hans 
Stumpff. The Field-Marshal comes of a 
soldier family which has served Germany 
since the days of Frederick the Great. He 
is a great traveller and a connoisseur of 
literature, who maintains that books are 
the most satisfying things in life.

Spanish Children 


With the consent of the Government 
some two thousand Spanish children are to 
be brought to this country from Bilbao as 
refugees, and the first contingent is 
expected to leave for England in the 
Havana next Monday. Offers have been 
received for the accommodation, and in 
many cases adoption of the children, the 
Society of Friends, the Trade Union 
Council, the Spanish Medical Aid Society, 
the Archbishop of Westminster and the 
Save the Children Fund being among those 
who have made offers. The children are 
already being selected in Bilbao, and a 
representative of e Committee for 
‘Spenish Relief, with two doctors, went 
Sere a few days ago for this purpose. 


The Omnibus Strike

 TREATY IMPOSED BY FORCE 


—— 


Mr. F. AIKEN, Minister for Defence, 
said that the Government had been accused 
of setting up a dictatorship. The Govern- 
ment had asked the lawyers to examine 
the Constitution, and put forward, if neces- 
sary, amendments that might have been 
necessary from the legal point of view. 
But Deputy Costello, instead of trying 
to explain the Constitution and give the 
people clear advice, endeavoured to mis- 
represent it, scare certain sections of the 
people, and suggest that it was robbing 
them of some of their liberties. Instead of 
the President being a dictator he was a 
guardian of the people’s rights, and would 
prevent the possibility of the setting up of 
a dictatorship. One of the criticisms made 
against the Government during the last 
couple of ye¢rs was that they were absolute 
dictators, Kut now criticism was being 
made because they were taking measures 


. to ensure against dictatorship. 


One of the greatest evils the nation ever 
suffered from was the subjection of the 
people to a treaty imposed by force; and 
the setting up of a new State and a Con- 
stitution which had been imposed on the 
people. Had there been such a functionary 
as the proposed President such an un- 
fortunate occurrence as the civil war 
probably would not have taken place. 


LIBERTY OF THE SUBJECT 


Mr. Aiken referred to an accusation 
made by Deputy Costello that the- liberty 
of the Press and the liberty of the in- 
dividual was being taken away, where 
heretofore the liberty of the subject was 
guaranteed to be inviolable. Without 
going into past history he would say that 
the guarantee did not amount to much. In 
the last fifteen years he did not think that 
the liberty of the subject or of the Press 
had been.inviolable. Drastic action had 
been taken both against individuals and 
Press, and certainly it would take more 
than the insertion of words to make the 
people believe that these rights had in fact 
been inviolable.

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY (U.L., 
Mayo, South). said that the first para- 
graph of the Constitution was a falsehood 
in so far as it opened with the words: 
“We, the ‘people of Ireland ..°.”” The 
Constitution was not being enacted by the 
people of Ireland, but only by the people 
of the twenty-six counties. They had no 
right to speak for those in the remaining 
six counties. The document, further, was 
to his mind heretical in that Article 6 
meant that the legislative, executive and 
judicial powers were derived from the 
people. All power origjnated from God. 
and every power which»the people had, had 
come through God. Every school of 
Catholic thought held that that power 
wat derived from God.

The President might be given complete 
power over the defence forces, and he could 
exercise the power without the advice of 
the Executive Council. Most dictatorships 
were set up by arms. If it was desired to 
set up a dictatorship all that need be done 
would be to give the President unlimited 
powers and control over the army, into 
which he could put his own men. Why 
was it necessary to have a President with 
all those wide powers? It wasa retrograde 
step. Under the old Constitution they had 
no such one man, but Fianna Fail wanted 
to go back from that democratic position 
and put the power in the hands of one man, 
instead of giving it to the elected Legisla- 
ture. i 
There was no provision to compel the 
President to do what he was bound to do 
under the Constitution—he need not sign a 
single bill during his seven years of office, 
and no method was provided for forcing 
him to do so. . Sup there was some 
domestic or other scandal connected with 
the President, as history showed there 
might be, there was no method of removing 
the President. Although the President 
might be, in the opinion of every single 

rson in the country, unworthy to hold 

is office, "he would remain there for the 
full term of seven years. The only offences 
for which he could be remoyed were high 
treason and misconduct, or misdemeanour, 
which must be crimes known to the law. 
Impeachment was neither a fair nor a 
satisfactory method of trial—it was going 
back to a worn-out method.

Italy’s rupture of journalistic relations 
with Britain was passed over in silence, 
But the Minister did in one passage refer 
to the ‘* periodical offensive of a certain 
section of the international Press against 
Italy, which was inspired only by resent 
ment, hatred and falsehood.’’ 

The speech was heard by a full house 
with the Austrian, Hungarian, Bulgarian, 
and Yugoslav Ministers in the Diplomatic 
Tribune. : 

After tracing the improvement in Anglo- 
Italian relations at the beginning of. this 
year, the Foreign Minister added: “ It is 
not comforting to have to admit that in.a 
short time an unexpected obstacle has 
delayed, if nothing more, the process of 
reconciliation.’’ : 

He denied that Italy’s attitude to the 
British Empire had “' stiffened as a con- 
sequence of British rearmament ; for Italy 
did not challenge Britain’s right to. re- 
arm,” he said. i 

Count Ciano declared that the League 
of Nations must be reformed if it was to 
continue to exist, but Italy had no pro- 
posals to make for its reform. 


GERMANY 


The collaboration between Italy and 
Germany was not a bloc, but was based 
on a “ parallelism of policy ’’ which had 
been particularly apparent in the question 
of the western security pact, the security 
of Belgium, the question of Austria, and 
the Danubian basin; the general attitude 
of resistance to Bolshevism, and he 
Spanish war, with’ particular reference to 
non-intervention, the territorial integrity 
of Spain, and the recognition of General 
Franco.

GUARDS' VIGIL IN ST. 
 STEPHEN'S GREEN

S HORTLY after eight o'clock yes- 
terday morning a deafening 
explosion shattered the quiet_pf St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, wrecking 
many windows in the surrounding 
houses, and causing a good deal of 
tar among residents and passers- 


‘The bronze equestrian statue of 
King George the Second, which had 
stood in the centre of the Green since 
1758, was blown to pieces, and frag- 
ments of the granite pedestal were 
hurled thirty yards away. 
The explosion was not unexpected by the 
police. In some manner suspicions had 


been aroused during the night, and a 


detectives had revealed three small sacks 
at the statue—ohe on the top of the 
pedestal and the others at its base. 

A superficial examination convinced the 
police that the sacks contained explosives, 
and it was decided to allow them to remain 
where they were until the arrival of 
explosive experts from the Criminal 
Investigation Department at Kilmainham. 


GUARDS’ VIGIL 


_ Guards remained on duty in the vicinity, 
and were present when the explosion 
occurred, but escaped injury from the 
flying fragments. The Park had been 
kept closed to the public, so that nobody 
save the Guirds were near the statue at 
the time. After the explosion hundreds 
of people flocked to the *cene, but the gates 
were locked against them. They remained 
for hours gazing though the railings at 
the activities of the Guards in the Park. 

In addition to the destruction of the 
pedestal, the bronze horse was smashed, 
the legs being torn off. The statue of the 
monarch escaped injury, save that the 
right arm, holding aloft a sword, was 
torn off. 

It is stated that the explosive used was 
a mixture of T.N.T. and what is known 
as. “war flour.” In all probability it 
was fired by some ‘clockwork mechanism 
or a chemical device which would ensure 
a delay of. several hours after the ex 
plosives had been placed in position. 

Only the sack on top of the pedestal 
expluded; the other twe. were found 
intact among the débris. It is said that. 
the explosion of all three would have 
caused widespread destruction in the

THIRD ATTEMPT 


It is thought that the explosive was 
brought into the park under cover of 
darkness in a large case or sack. Police 
photographers took pictures of the 
| débris from every angle, and the affair is 
tives. | 
This is the third attempt that has been 
‘made. to destroy the statue. Some rs 
ago an unsuccessful attempt was made to 
saw off the. legs, and on an Armistice 
night a few years ago a mine also was 
exploded. This, however, only succeeded 
in dislodging a few stones in the 
pedestal. | 

A’ woman who lives in )a house over- 
looking the Green said to an Irish Times 
reporter: “1 had just got up, when there 
was a-stunning explosion that shook the 
whole house. I thought the place was 
being bombed.’’ The damaged windows 
are in the upper storeys of houses; ap- 
parently, those on the ground floors were 
protected. by the trees. 

In the words of Curry’s “ The Picture of 
Dublin or Stranger’s Guide to the Irish 
Metropolis,’’ published in 1843, “ the 
statue was first erected in 1758 in the 
middle of Stephen’s Green. On the altera- 
tion and improvement of that grand 
square, the low pedestal on which the 
statue stood was removed, and another, 
which was more elevated, was substituted. 
It represents the monarch in a Roman 
habit, and possesses considerable merit, 
but from the extent of the area it is almost 
overlooked. It was proposed to remove it 
to a more suitable site, for which the 
removal of the statue of George I. 
(removed in 1789 from Essex Bridge to the 
Mansion House) was a precedent. This 
was, however, over-ruled, and it remains, 
insignificant in itself and no ways orna- 
mental to the place.”
